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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 3-4, Applicant argued that "the applied 
art, whether taken singly or combined, does not teach or suggest a combination including at least a plurality of digital to analog converters 
for converting digital image signals output from the timing controller to analog image signals based on a color gray level displayed and 
receiving the selection signal". However, examiner respectfully disagrees for the following reasons; APA disclosed a digital to analog 
converters (DA, figurel , (5)) for converting digital signals output from the timing controller (timing controller, (figure 1 , (3)), based on a 
color gray level displayed and receiving the selection signal (Spec, page 3, lines 1-12); and furthermore, Examiner cited Sagawa, which is 
fairly disclosed the claimed limitations "a plurality digital to analog converters" (figures 1 & 7, (1 1 1 , 1 1 2 & 1 1 3). The combination of all fair 
discloses the claimed limitation, and therefore all references should be taken in combination and not individually. As a result, the examine 
maintains the same reasoning, which was applied, in the final rejection.
